SOULE SMilH'S TRIBUTE TO GORDON. 



Judge J. 8oule Smith, the well kncwu writer of Lexing. 
ton, who was under the command of General John B. 
Gunlon iliniiii; the Civil War, imyti the following tribute 
tu the deud aolUier and statesman: 

''We old fellows die in Kronps. The Angel o( Death 
conif's Hiiil culls the n il, iml we step havic into the silent 
niiijority wbeie I have «o often wished to be. On Satur- 
(l<<y last died two men whom I knew — one of them a per- 
fonal friend, ChiirleH Foster of Ohio, though (ippoxcd to 
liiin in politics; the titber under whom 1 servffd in the 
Confederate Army, John B. Gordon, and whose cheek I 
wiixiied with niy raiit«-en i>f \v;iti r when he got the scar on 
it which he carried until his death. That scar was from 
a frr.gmont of phell from Torbert's Battery of the Federal 
Aniiv up ii«'iii the I'dtoniiio river oiif nftiTiioon. He was 
a Major (ientTHl then under Juhal Early and I was a pri« 
vale in Company .\, Twelfth Georgia Battalion. All this 
stuS in the newi^piiptTSiibuut Gurdun iM'ing 'in command' 
at (Jt'ttrahurg und Cbancellorsville is nonsense. After 
Httinettall Jackson's death Ewfll nueoeeded to command 
of the old .Second Ciirps*. Jiitial Kiirly succeeded Ewell, 
and Gordon, who had hitn Colonel ol the Sixth Alabama 
Reriment, and then General of a Georcia Brigade, was 
p omoted to Major GenerHl in the early fpring of 1864, 
Evans succeeding him as Commander of the Brigade. 
Evaos commanded that Brigade in the skirmishes at 
Hanover Junction and the buttles at Cold Harbor in the 
latter part of May and the early part of June, 1864. I 
write from memory, but I was there. 

"So I only knew General Gordon as a private soldier 
cotifd know a General. Yet, boy like, I was observant of 
him, and several times I was in clo»e contact with him. 
Never but once did I speak with ufd 'Marne Robert Lee.' 
(iixl l>lcf>8ed me that much in fruitless life, but several 
times have I spoken to Gordon. Once, when I tried to 
torn bis horse back in battle, and he made me looae t.he 
rein, though I ntood in front of him in hopes to stop some 
bullet that might elsewiftp hurt bim; om.-e when I washed 
bis fA'e from my canteen of water, and once when I was 
brought before him fpr stealing apples and had my whole 
Mbirt bosom full. He could see well enough in a fight, 
bat be oonldn't see the bulge of an apple. TImn three 
incideota 1 mnambar wall-— (here are otbera not ao promi- 
nent. 

"He waa the most splendid officer I ever saw on the 
hattlefjpid— I nay 'splendid,* and I mean it, juat as I 
would say John C. Bre< kin ridge was the most 'superb.' Of 
course, Marse Robert Lee classed by himself, for God only 
made one of him, and iuip'h enough since Christ came. 
General Breckinridge wan the hantUomesC man I ever 
saw, either on or oB tha battlefield. Mara* Bobart Lee 
was like a mountain peak on which the HwePt nun rested, 
but the stars were very near to it, and the blue tiky bent 
around it beaotitally. Gordon waa tbe shining scimitar 
which the war god wielded when be deft h\>> enemies. He 
dressed for battle as others would dress for a ball, and 
when tha boja aaw bia daan gauntlets and his sbining 
epaiiletB on him, they ate all their rational, lf <<t they 
should d,ie before they bad a chance lo tlninh them. He 
waa sober, diMreat and gaotla. I have seen hin walk 
while a tootKorr private rode his horse. Pure aa Bir Gala* 
bad, knightly ua Iving Aithur, be was brave as Laoncelot 
and gentle aa tha dawn. His face grew white in battle, 
and the scar on his cheek grew red, or purple, hi» eyes 
blaz4id and 'Gordon's Brigade' etoo<l ready to die in their 
tracka. Let one ol them pay this little tribaie to his
